CHAPTER XLII.

AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION ONE OP CHAPTER NINETY-
THREE OP TUB GENERAL STATUTES OF EIGHTEEN HUN-
DRED AND SEVENTY-ONE, RELATING TO COUNTY REC-
ORDS.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That the proviso at the end of section one
of chapter fifty-two of the general laws of eighteen hun-
dred and seventy, as the same is amended by section one
of chapter ninety-three of the general Uwa of eighteen
hundred and seventy-one, be amended so as to read as
follows:

That in case there now is any accurate tract index or
abstract of title in any county in this state owned by any
. . . . , , . , * r . 1 1individual, the county commissioners may purchase such
tract index or abstracts instead of causing a tract index to
be made, and thereafter the register of deeds shall make
the appropriate entries therein of each instrument filed,
or filed for record in his office and relating to real estate,
and shall receive a fee af ten cents for indexing each
transfer of deeds and mortgages hereafter, the same to be
paid by persons presenting the same for filing, for record
or discharging an instrument on the margins of record, and
shall muke abstracts for persona demanding the same at a
fee of fifteen cents for each transfer.

SEC. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
